The applicant discloses that it is well known to send 
feedback data through existing uplink or downlink channels (pg. 
2, lines 12-13) . 

The applicant also discloses that the Motorola XTREME 
system uses a separate code channel (pg. 2, lines 21-26) for 
feedback. 

The applicant discloses the point of novelty as being not 
using a separate code channel for feedback (pg. 2 last two 
lines) and to use a dedicated physical control channel (DPCCH; 
pg- 3) . 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-7 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, In re Sneed , 
710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of 
the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combination of limitations specified in the 
independent claim including use a dedicated (for the feedback) 
physical control channel (DPCCH defined at pg. 3, lines 3-5), as 
specified in claims 1, and 8; and a feedback channel (defined at 
pg. 3, lines 3-5) generated in the same mode as a channel is 
generated for compressed mode, as specified in claim 12.
